which spells a difference of $6,739 
more than was sought by the de­ 
partment heads last year and a dif­ 
ference of $7,744 
more than was 
granted 
by the 
excise 
board 
last 
year. 
Erw’in declared that a noticeable 
reduction would have been in store 
for the county this year had not 
the 
torrential 
rains rendered 
se­ 
vere 
damage 
to 
road and 
bridge 
work completed last year and made 
additional expenditure necessary to 
maintain the chain of commerce in 
the county. 
The board of county com m ission­ 
ers 
have not estimated the needs 
of the county 
up 
to the present 
date, but it is expected that their 
requirements w’ill vary little from 
the estim ate rendered by Erwin.

I have also seen 
good results corno from tying tow 
sacks around the rubbing poles and 
saturating this w ith crude
